A WATER SPOUT'S FORCE. 


An Entire Train Lifted From the Track of 

a Texas Railroad and Carried Two Hune 

dred Feet By a Bursting Water Spout. 

San ANTONIO, Tex., July 6.—Yester- 
day morning, near Weldon, 150 miles 
west of here, an east-bound freight train 
was struck by a water spout. The engi- 
neer saw the water spout approaching, 
bounding along like a rubber ball, tear- 
ing up the earth and uprooting all in its 
wuy. The engineer reversed the train to 
avoid the water spout, whose course was 
tortuous with column inclined and rotary 
motion. -Just before the water spout 
reached the line of the road it changed its 
course and bounded along parallel to the 
track with frightful velocity. When op- 
posite the train the water spout burst, 
deluging the engineer, fireman and brake- 
men, who abandoned the traim and 
climbed some trees to avoid a wave of 
water fully eight feet high and about ten 
feet wide. The locomotive and fourteen 
cars were raised bodily and carried near- 
ly 200 feet from the track, while the road 
bed was completely obliterated. Noone 
was hurt. The extent of the damage has 
not yet been ascertained. Through trains 
west of here on the Sunset Road have 
been abandoned. Road-beds and a num- 
ber of bridges have been washed away 
by recent heavy rains. 
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SHE WAS HIS DAUGHTER, 


And Though Black, He Proposed to Pro- 
vide for His Own—The Ruction Created 
By a Georgia Millionaire's WII. 

Sparta, Ga., July 6.—Great interest 
is exhibited in the will of the late David 
Dickson, the farmer millionaire, who 
died leaving all of his property, except a 
small pittance, to Amanda Eubanks, a 
negress. The white heirs of Dickson, 
who are scattered through Georgia, New 
York and Texas, propose to attack the 
dead man’s sanity. Both sides have em- 
ployed able counsel. The will is to be 
probated to-morrow, when it is expected 
a strong fight will be made. 

An intimate friend of Mr. Dickson tells 
the story of the will as follows: 

‘‘Amanda Eubanks, the beneficiary, is 
the result of an early indiscretion of Mr. 
Dickson with one of his slaves. It is as- 
serted that ever since the birth of this 
child Dickson took to reading his Bible, 
and declared that it took a man of grit 
to tase care of his offspring when faced 
by society and prejudice. In the will the 
lawyers are directed not only to see that 
its provisions as to his property are car- 
ried out, but that the woman is protected 
in all her rights as f& citizen, wherever 
she may choose tolive.’’ 
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THAT MORMON OUTRAGE. 


Gentile Indignation—A Veteran's Tears— 
The Act Justified by the Mormon Press— 
**How Long, O Lord, How Long!” 

Sact LAKE City, UtTan, July 7.—In- 
dignation over the Mormon act, placing 
the flag at half-mast, continues unabated. 
Excited groups of Gentiles discussed the 
affair all day. Anold veteran stood in 
front of the City Hall looking at the trail- 
ing flag. Tears streamed from his eyes. 
Shaking his fist at the Mormon police- 
man guarding to see that the flag was 
not raised, he exclaimed: ‘How 
long, O Lord, how long,’’ and declared 
he would leave the nest of treason within 
forty-eight hours. Horace Eldridge, 
President of the Deseret National Bank, 
the United States depository here, says 
half-mast is the proper place for the 
flag, as ‘‘we have not more than half our 
rights.”» The Provo Enquirer, the 
Mormon paper, had on the Fourth a 
coffin with the inscription ‘‘Inde- 
pendence died July 4, 1885.’’ The Deseret 
News, church organ, fully justified the 
half-masting of the flag in a five-column 
editorial, conclusively showing that it 
was under church authority, claiming it 
was right to do it because liberty is dead 


in Utah. 
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A MYSTERY SOLVED. 


The Sudden Disappearance of Two Chil- 
dren Last April Finally Accounted For— 
Buried In a Quicksand. 

EFFINGHAM, ILL., July 6.—The bodies 
of the two missing Morman children, 
concerning whose mysterious disappear- 
ance from their home here in April last 
there has been so much excitement, were 
accidentally found yesterday at the bottom 
of the little Wabash River, beneath two 
feet of quicksand, by some boys who 
were in bathing. While walking about 
in the water they detected a stench at a 
particular spot, and at once repaired to 
this city and reported the fact to the 
authorities, when hundreds of citizens 
proceeded to the river. The bodies were 
found about one hundred yards below 
the foot-log from whieh they fell. The 
remains are much decomposed, and could 
only be identified by means of the cloth- 
ing and school books. The drowning of 
the two little girls created great excite 
ment in this and adjoining counties, and 
the failure to find the bodies at the time 
gave rise to all kinds ot rumors. Weeks 
of fruitless search were spent. 
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AFRAID TO ASK. 


Department Clerks, Uncertain of Their 
Tenure, Not Anxious About Vacations. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jaly 7.—Hereto- 

fore at this season of the year the Gov- 

ernment employes began to think of va- 
cation joys, and in consequence the files 
of the department, were crowded with 
applications for leaves.

DAMAGE BY RAIN. 


Serious Injury to Crops and Other Farm 
Property inthe Neosho Valley, Kansas— 
The Railroads Heavy Losers by Washoute 
and Trains Abandoned. 





Fort Scott, Kas., July 7.—Your core. 


respondent returned'to this city yester> 
day via Wichita, Emporia and $Kansas 


City from the Neosho Valley, having had — 


excellent opportunities for observing the 
effect of the recent. heavy rains, and the 
condition of crops throughout the 
southern half of the State. The rains 


of the last week have been unpre. 


cedented over the entire State, but the 
region watered by the Cottonwood and 
the Neosho and its tributaries, seemed 
to have received the condensed fury of 
the elements. The rain continued to 
pour down along the Neosho until noon 
Sunday, that stream continuing to raise 
in the region south of Burlington until 
yesterday morning, when it began to slow- 
ly fall. The railroads along the Neosho 
all suffer greatly from washouts. The 
water at Iola is still over the bridge, but 
will probably fall within the banks of the 
river by morning. The St. Louis, Fort 
Scott & Wichita Road has been transfer- 
ring passengers at Iola with a small 
steamer. The bridge, which has been 
wholly submerged, is believed to re- 
main solid upon its foundation. It 
this proves to be true it is ex- 
pected to run over it within a 
couple of days. Trains on the South- 
ern Kansas and Neosho Division of the 
Missouri Pacific will not run until day 
after to-morrow. The weather is now 
clear and cool. The damage to wheat 
and stock interests along the Neosho 
Bottoms has been heavy. The majority 
of corn-fields, however, will recover from 
the effects of the water. The effect of 
the heavy rain in other sections has 
been rather beneficial to crops than oth- 


erwise. The oats crop. tbrongkout 
the entire section named is 
very fine. Wheat may be 


described as indefinite in yicld, good in 
quality, and will be saved if tne weather 
remains fair. These conditions apply to 
this entire section of the State. Corn 
north of the Missouri Pacific and east of 
Greenwood County is very backward, but 
has a healthy appearance. West of 
Greenwood, and in fact throughout the 
Arkansas Valley, corn is very fine and 
promises now a heavy yield.

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A KANSAS LYNCHING, 


A Black Brute Summarily Dealt With by 
a Band of Indignant Citizens, Headed by 
the Father of the Negro’s Victim. 

GrraRD, Kas., July 7.—At Baxter 
Springs, Cherokee County, a girl four- 
teen years old was waylaid, ravished and 
terribly maltreated on Saturday after- 
noon. John Lawrence, colored, aged 
seventeen, was arrested for the crime 
and brought to Columbus at night for 
safe keeping. A mob followed and in 
some way a young white man named 
Wolf, one of the party, was shot and 
killed. Sunday morning the colored boy 
was brought here and lodged in jail. 
When the train from Baxter Springs 
reached here at noon yesterday, twenty 
men got off near the station and scatter- 
ed through the town. Half an hour later 

a number of armed men made a dash for 

the jail, broke down the iron door took 

the prisoner out, marched him up one of 
the main streets, untied a _ horge 
hitched to a wagon in front of 

a business house, threw the colored boy 

in and drove off, armed men surrounding 

the prisoner and keeping the citizens 
from interfering. The mob took the boy 
about two blocks west of the jail and 
hung him to the rafterof an Anfinished 
house, when one of_ them, 
to be the father of the 
injured girl, emptied his revolver into 
the body. The participants in the mob, 
after accomplishing their work, quietly 
walked toward the depot and went south 
on the railroad track in the direction of 
their homes. They attempted no dis- 
guise, and some were recognized 
by citizens here. The raid was 
so unexpected that people were entirely 
taken by surprise, and those who did try 
to interfere were kept back by drawn re- 
volvers. The Coroner’s jury holds ac- 
countable as participants in the lynching 
H. C. Tripp and Captain Price, of Baxter 
Springs.

ures is no mean progress in something less 
than a quarter of a century. Yet all this 
and more has Chattanooga accomplished. 
It does an immense manufacturing busi~ 
ness, his built up fine public schools, col- 
ored and white, and placed itself in front 


ranks with the coming towns of the Sunny 
Seuth. 
I found a large number of Chattanooga

in good, prosperous circumstunces—-as ins 
dustrious and intelligent as at any place I 
ever visited. I was informed that a large 
number pay taxes on from $1,000 to $30000 
worth of property. They own some of the 
handsomest two-story frame dwellings in 
the city. We findthem inail the depart- 
ments of industry. The work on the streets 
and side~walks—considerable in a place of 
its size—such as grading, curbing, etc., is 
let mostly to colored contractors. Of 200 
men and boys I found at work at the larg~- 
est sfore manufactory there, fully two- 
thirds were colored, and to their credit be 
it said did as skillful work as any of the 
other employees and as rapidly. 

They have a Co-operative Trade Associa- 
tion, organized about three months ago, 
with A. F. Inman as President, Walter J. 
Hammond Business Manager, and J. C. 


Taylor, Secretary, which seems to be do- 
ing well.

yers, S. L. Huddens and W. B. Pattons, 
Esqrs.

(TOWNSEND TO BE HANGED. 


Neal Gets a Life Sentence to the 
Penitentiary. 








WASH KAVANAUGH RELEASED. 





The case of the State against Wesh 
Kavanaugh, Charles Townsend, and 
Wallace Neal for the murder of 
Nathan Freeman at Madison on the 
evening of Dec. 9th, 1884, came up 
for trial in the Circuit Court on Fri- 
day July 3rd, and has occupied the 
exclusive attention of the Court this 
week. The State was ably represented 
by Solicitor H. C. Jones, and Law- 
rence Cooper and H. CO. Jones Jr., 
Esqs. Kavanaugh’s counsel were 
Mesars. Shelby, Walker and Sprag- 
ins, whilst Neal and Townsend were 
represented by Hon. Miton Humes, 
Oscar R. Hundley, W. L. Clay, and 
Percy Gordon, Esqs. The jury, for 
the empaneling of which one hun- 
dred jurors had been summoned, was 
completed on Friday, and consisted 
of the following: Walker Wood, W. 
H. Echols, Geo. P. Landman, R. F. 
Boggus, Wm. Walker, col., John R. 
Payne, Luke Matthews, John M. 
Fariss, Ben H. Mattbews, Russell M. 
Church, Benjamin F, Wyly, Jimbo 
Turner, colored. And the evidence 
“Was allin and closed by Thursday 
morning last. 

The counsel began their arguments 
Thursday morning. 

State Solicitor Jones closed th» ar- 
gument for the State about noon 
Friday. Judge Speake delivered a 
brief, pointed charge to the Jury, 
and after a week's. close attention te 
the voluminous evidence of many 
witnesses, and the arguments ot the 
attorneys, the Jury took the case and 
the fate of the prisoners and retired 
for consultation about 1 o’clock Fri- 
day evening. There was a dense 
crowd in the court room awaiting the 
‘verdict in the afternoon. About 34 
o’clock the Jury filed in and their 
verdict was read 9s follows: 

The Verdict. 

‘‘We the Jury find the defendant, 
Ohas. Townsend, Guilty of murder in 
the first degree, as charged in the in- 
dictment and sentence him to death. 
‘“‘We the jury find the defendant, 
Wallace Neal Guilty as charged as 
charged in the indictment, and een- 
tence him to confinement in the peni- 
tentiary for life. 

“We the Jury find the defendant, 
Wash Kavanaugh Not Guilty.” 


After Scenes. 


As the convicted men were filed eut 
of court under the searching eyes of 
the crowd, Townsend looked deject- 
ed, and Neal exhibited evident emo- 
tions of joy at his escape from a sim- 
ilar fate to bis comrade, although con- 
victed to endure for life, a punish- 
ment scarcely less severe. 

Old man Wash Kavanaugh was 
fairly overjoyed at his acquittal, and 
did not retain himself, showering his 
grateful thanks on Capt. Shelby and 
his other attorneys and trying to em- 
brace some of the wearied jurors. 
The jurors themselves seemed almost 
equally glad to get rid of their forced 
imprisonment, and were captured by 
groups of their respective friends. 
The crowd in the {Court room was 
quickly thinned and Judge Speake 
and the officers enjoyed their first re- 
lease from an over-crowded house 
since the opening of the memorable 
case.

The Grand Jury respectfully beg leave 
to report to your Honor that, in obedience 
to the charge of your Honor, we have made 
strict and diligent inquiry into all indicta~ 
ble offences brought*to our consideration. 
In the exercise of the discretion allowed 
ns by law, we have endeavored to present 
no one unless the good of the public de- 


large number of the complaints brought 


pesed of before the Justices of the Peace of 
the different precincts, If the Justices of 
the Peace of our codhty would take cogni- 
zance of the minor offences within their 
jurisdiction, and promptly dispose of the 
same this would relieve the Grand Jury of 
much labor, the county of expense, and 
tke citizens of trouble and loss of time. 

We have examined the County Jail and 


of the Jail should be refloored and put in 
good condition. With this exception, and 
some minor repairs on the water pipes, we 
find that the Jail is well and neatly kept 
and that the comfort and health of the 
prisoners are as well provided for as the 
nature of the location and the construction 
of the Jail building will admit of. The 
cells are well ventilated and abundance of 
fresh water is convenient and accessible for 
both drinking and bathing purposes. 

We have examined the bonds of our 
County officeis, and we find that the sure« 
ties on the same are good and sufficient 
with the exception of R. H. Garrett, Jus~ 
tice of the Peace for Maysville Precinct, 
whose Bond has become insnfficient by 
reason of the death of Perry L. Harrison, 
one of the sureties.

BLENDED FACES. 


What the Scientific Photographers Have 
Accomplished. 

The scientific photographers have 
accomplished a wonderful thing. They 
have succeeded in producing an actual 
portait of the man who exists and 
whom no man ever saw. 

The assertion is not as fanciful as it 
seems. In the last issue of Setence ap- 
pear four portraits illustrating what 
has been accomplished. The method 
of composite photography, devised orig- 
inally by Francis Gaston, is simply 
this: Given a number of men or wo- 
men, shadowy photogrgphs of each are 
taken, and, fromall these shadows 
blended is produced a face. It is a face 
of no one of those who sat, but it is 
the face of a human being whose coun- 
tenance expresses all their traits. This 
is the theory of the photographer. The 
face produced bears out the idea, It is 
a clearly-defined countenance with aun 
expression of its own. It is somethi 
striking and fascinating. In one o 
the photographs printed twelve mathe- 
maticians have their faces blended in a 
new countenance. It is the typical 
mathematician. Sixteen naturalists’ 
faces form one, those of thirty-one 
painters another. There is a wonder- 
ful resemblance between the two faces 
thus produced. Naturalists and paint- 
ers alike are students of formand color 
and outline. It is a new face produced 





by this queer process. No one of 
the original faces is reproduced. 
The remarkable device  elim- 


inates that source—so far as_ it 
appears in the face—of so much of 
of our happiness and unhappiness, 
‘the personal equation.’’ Like the 
body after death, it disappears, but 
still exists, though, unlike the body 
after death, it is not dissipated through 
all nature bat is condensed into one 
entity, a visible thing. 

The striking thing about these com- 
posite faces is that the blending seems 
to bring out in bold relief of expres- 
sion the dominant trait of the class. 
The one prevailing idea of the group 
shows in the combined face strongly. 
It suggests vast possibilities from this 
discovery of the photographers. The 
face shows the nature of a class, its 
strepgth and weakness, its degree of 
kindliness and dignity, its faults and 
follies. It is the reflection of the seul 
of the group. What studies might 
be made on this idea, what so- 
cial and political reforms suggested by 
its pursuit, and how curious and inter- 
esting would be the result of some com- 
binations! 

It is the fact that the central idea so 
protrudes itself in the developed coun- 
tenance which makes the experiment 
attractive. It would be interesting to 
combine the faces of a score of prize- 
fighters to secure the resultant con- 
scious brute, to mingle the faces of a 
city’s ward politiciaus and get the face 
of a creature so crafty, and covetous, 
and unscrupulous, as to methods 
that it would be alarming. Would the 
faces of a dozen clergymen reveal one 
with a kindly eye for the sisters and a 
look betokening that a ‘‘cafl’? would 
be felt for that place offering the larg- 
est salary? And whatsort of a face 
would the combination of those of a 
dozen leading editors produce? There 
isa charm about the idea. What a 
face could be constructed from the 
money-makers, the men who steal 
franchises and live on indirect taxation 
of the public! How the $ mark would 
come out in that countenanee, how 
foxy would become the nose of which 
in the individual we searcely note the 
dishy, sidelong indentation. And so 
might be made experiments witha hun- 
dred types. 

Perhaps by a thousand tests, blending 
the faces of those with at least clean 
records, a picture could be produced 
which would tell a better story, which 
would be recognized without debate as 
belonging to the ideal man; strong, 
with fierce but restrained passions, but 
kind and wise. Unfortunately that 
man inthe flesh could never be pro- 
duced. Our system of blending blood 
in real life would not allow the ages 
upon ages of requisite stirpiculture. 

Of course these are but fancies. Yet 
in Gaeton’s discovery there is prob- 
ably the germ of what will result in a 
thousand practical benefits. The aver- 
age of forms is a frequent requisite of 
the artist and the naturalist. A use 
for the average of faces will soon come, 
—Chicago Tribune. 





NATURAL HISTORY. 


Its Study and Pursuit a Healthy and In- 
structive Occupation. 

There is no doubt that in England, 
as well as in France and Germany, the 
collecting of moths is a very general 
recreation as compared with the United 
States. That it is harmless is a nega- 
tive praise; that a pursuit of its objects 
is healthful, and takes the man who 
works in the city out into the fresh 
country air, is a positive recommenda- 
tion. But the labor is also instructive, 
Things have not changed very much 
since the days of Malpighi, and biology 
is a respected and necessary study. 
And throughout the world of animated 
beings it may be safely said that the 
growth and changes of life can no- 
where be so easily and pleasantly ob 
served as in the rearing of butterflies 
and moths from the egg. As to but- 
terflies, it may be asserted that they 
are less interesting than their cousins 
the moths, who constitute the elder 
branch of the great natural group of 
peas ates a insects, or Lepidoptera, 
to which both belong. The butterflies 
are less numerous in species, or kinds, 
and more uniform in habit and appear- 
ance. These gaudy and papery-winged 
day-flies have their own attractions and 
present their own ‘scientific problems, 
but in number, diversity, soft and deli- 
cate colors, and patterns and unex- 
pected modes of life, they can not hold 
a candle, to speak both figuratively and 
appositely, to the foolish but lovely 
moths.—Prof. A. R. Grote, in Popular 
Science Monthly.

THE CONSCIENCE FUND. 


A Letter Which Possesses a Romantic Pub- 
lic Interest. 


The archives of the Government at 
Washington contain many curious com- 
munie¢ations, but none, probably, pos- 
sess 9 more romantic interest than the 
ollowing, which your correspondent 
was permitted to read yesterday bya 
Treasury Department official. It was 
a letter which accompanied a large 


sum of money as a contribution to the 
cons¢ience fund. The writer began by 
stating that in the year 1866 he was a 
passenger on the steamship Henry 
Chauncey. New York to San Francisco. 
He was a telegraph operator, and un- 
der engagement to the California State 
Telegraph Company. During the voy- 
age he became acquainted with @ gen- 
tleman who was known to his_fellow- 
passengers a8 Charles Edmund Hast- 
ings. Afast friendship grew up be- 
tween him and the writer. Upon their 
arrival in San Francisco, they put up 
at the same hotel, and occupied adjoin- 
ing rooms. What followed is here 
given in the writer’s own words: 

“The next day Il reported for duty. 
Late in the afternoon I _ received, 
among a number of other telegrams, 
one from the Chief Inspecter of the 
Post-oflice Devartment at Washington, 
directing the authorities at San Fran- 
cisco to keep a sharp lookout for one 
Charles Emmons, who had _ stolen 
money to the amount of $5,000 while 
an employe of the New York Post- 
office. The description of Emmons 
tallied exactly with that of my friend 
Hastings, and in some indefinable 
manner, 1 became convinced that he 
and the defaulter were one and the 
same person. Upon the impulse of 
the moment | slipped the message into 
my pocket. When I returned to the 
hotel I handed it to Hastings, and 
asked him to readit. 1 then told him 
my suspicions. Without going too 
deeply into particulars, he confessed 
everything. It was the old story. 
He had sunk every dollar he possessed 
in Wall street. and in an evil moment 
had used the funds of the office until 
detection stared him in the face. He 
started for New Orleans, but, hearing 
that the police’ were on _ his 
track, conceived the daring plan 
of returning to New York and em- 
barking from there to California. 
While search was being made for him 
in the South, he was rapidly steaming 
away to the Pacific Slope. At the ex- 
piration of several weeks they had 
probably found a new clue, which had 
resulted in the sending of the telegram 
in question. Hastings begged me not 
to expose him, and promised that under 
a new name and in a new country he 
would begin life over and in a few 
years make good the Government’s 
loss. I promised silence, and he disap- 
peared that night. I learned from a 
mutual friend some months later that 
Emmons had gone to Nevada City, 
Ney., and there died of an incurable 
disease. A few years ago, by the death 
of a relative, 1 came into possession of 
what to a man of my modest desires is 
an ample fortune. I desire, therefore, 
to make restitution to the Government 
for the amount of Mr. Emmons’ pecu- 
lation, in which I have always consid- 
ered myself an indirect accomplice. 
The sum inclosed is the principal and 
interest to date.’’—Bosion Herald.

An [Indian explorer in the employ of 
the Indian Survey has returned from 
four years’ journeying in Thibet, dur- 
ing which he spent a year in Lhasa, 
the capital of Thibet, and the Rome of 
Buddhism. Before this traveler only 
four Europeaus in this century have 
visited Lhasa. Huo and Gabet, the 
French missionaries, were driven from 
the city forty years ago, after living 
there a few months. Moorcroft was 
killed after he left the city, and an- 
other traveler was permitted to remain 
there only a few days. He says the 
city is crowded with temples, and has 
its Vatican in the monastery at Patola, 
where the Dalai Lama lives, who is re- 

arded as the incarnation of Buddha. 

he building is surmounted by five 

‘ded cupolas, which, when sparkling 
in the sunlight, present a dazzling 
spectacle. It contains numerous im- 
ages, one of which is seventy fect high. 
During the festivals in the middle of 
February the Thibetans gather at 
Lhasa from all over the country to pay 
homage to all the gods and goddesses 
who are supposed to be present. These 
ceremonies last about a month, at the 
end of which all the citizens are con- 
sidered to have become purified for an- 
other year.—N. Y. Post.
